NOTE OF MEETING ON WED, 27 MARCH 1991, TOWN HALL, 7,15 PM 


PARISH OF DEDDINGTON TRUST Mr P Clayden, Deputy Secretary, National Association 
of Local Councils (FALC), attended the meeting at the request of Dr Mace. Mr 
Clayden said he had to advise the PC that it had no powers to pass the money 
raised by the sale of village land to the Parish of Deddington Trust, nor would 
the Trust be allowed to spend it. The PC is a statutory. body and the funds can 
only be spent within its statutory powers. This posed a real problem because of 
the clearly expressed wishes of the community that the Trust funds should be 
administered independently, which would be unlawful. Cllr Reed pointed out the 
very wide range of permitted expenditure including repairs to roads, improved 
lighting, the acquisition of vehicles, provision of recreational/social 
facilities and support for such activities. 
Mr Clayden agreed but argued that there was not complete freedom. For example, 
the PC was.not permitted to spend anything on the church fabric, though there 
were lawful. ways of assisting the churches. The position was not simple. He 
confirmed. the advice given in his letter to the PC Chairman, dated 13 March. 
{THE FOLLOWING IS AW EXTRACT - EDS} 
“We.alsq looked at the actual grant applications which have been received. 

We were able to identify most of them as being by voluntary organisations 

providing recreational/social facilities within section 19 of the Local 

Government (Misc. Prov) Act 1976. The significance of this is that there 

ts no statutory limit.on the amount of money a council can spend on giving 

financial assistance in accordance with that section. Grants to persons 

or bodies outside that section are mainly limited in amount to the maximum 

prescribed under section 137 of the. LGA (£3.50 for each elector), although 

in the case of the parish newsletter, section 142 of the LGA 1972 gives 

authority for the council to spend, without statutory limit, money on the 

provision of information relating to matters affecting local government. 

. Overall, therefore, it seemed to us that the income at least of the trust 
fund could mostly be spent on grant aid to local bodies." 


The Parish Council members of the Trust undertook to consider all existing 
submissions and present their recommendations to the full PC at the meeting on 
24 April. The PC could then put the matter to the Annual Parish Meeting on 

15 May, 7.30 pm in the Parish Church. To allow time to consider what happened at 
the Annual Meeting, the ordinary PC meeting would be held a week later, 22 May. 


The Parish Council decided to join the HALC at a subscription of £106. 


PLAY EQUIPMENT PC wished to spend up to 411,000, subject to any grants 
available, on the provision of play equipment at the Windmill Centre. The 
chairman argued strongly that matters of this kind should be notified in advance 
as proper agenda items, but the PC voted unanimously to go ahead on what was 
seen as an exceptional case. A suitable site had been earmarked. The unsafe 
play equipment at the Castle Grounds would be dismantled SREPELeNety: 


PLANNING Solar Designs ~- the upper level the of car park had not been lowered, 
as had been expected. Before expressing concern to the local planning authority 
and requesting an official site inspection, the PC would invite Solar Designs to 
explain this “great eyesore”.

Despite the legal advice that the responsibility for the funds mst remain etl: 
the PC ‘see page 2) it had been thought that the Trustees might continue in 
being as a committee of the PC. However it appears that in that event only the 
three Councillor Trustees could have a vote at Trustee meetings. The three 
elected Trustees are unanimously of the opinion that in those circumstances they 
would be serving no useful purpose - indeed it would be absurd for them to seem 
to share responsibility for decisions in which they would have no voice. They 
have therefore decided reluctantly to stand down. They remain willing to 
reconsider their position if it appears they could play a useful part, although 
at. present this seems unlikely. 


It is a great pity that the problems now revealed were not recognised by 
competent legal advice at the beginning, so that time and effort need not have 
been wasted on meetings and ballots offering electors choices of ways forward 
which were never legally open and electing Trustees to perform a task they could 
not legally be given.

We were sorry to hear of the sudden death of Mrs Monica Goodwin of 3 St John's 
Way. She had not been well for a long time and was staying in residential care 
in Adderbury at the time of her death.

MAYDAY - not a cry for help - rather a signal and invitation to celebrate on 
Bank Holiday Monday (6 May). The Trail of Copper begins its course through the 
village from 10.30 am: the Bazaar iteelf will start at 2 pm in the Church Hall.

You, your. family and your visitors will be very welcome. Please join us. 


The Post Office Quality Assurance Manager at Becket Street, Oxford, sent us a 
letter recently as part of a “survey on the quality of our delivery service". It 
was addressed to "Hempton, Banbury, Oxon". The only thing was - and I did find 
this rather cheering - he then used the old postcode! 


At the March Parish Council Meeting, Mr Clayden, of the National Association of 
Local Councils, was able to clarify what could and could not be done by the PC 
with the Parish of Deddington Trust funds. How satisfying it is that at last 
the Windmill playground equipment has been authorised - at a net cost of less 
than one month's interest from the capital - and that the path along the Hempton 
Road from the Windmill Centre to the burial ground will soon be built, at a cost 
of £2000-£3000 (a fortnight's interest!). 


The construction of a path all the way from Deddington to Hempton, similar to 

the path to Clifton, was intended twenty five years ago, dropped by County 
Highways in, I think, 1968, and never put back into the programme. Since then a 
generation of children has grown up - about a dozen years ago Chris Isaac counted 
60 children 0-18 years - and still people walk or trundle pushchairs along the 
carriageway of this very exposed, very fast and increasingly busy road. 


After Nr Clayden had spoken to the Council, I was able to ask him about two 
specific matters affecting Hempton. He was able to reassure me that funding a 
footpath to Hempton from Trust funds would be permitted by the terms of the Local 
Government Act and even more interestingly, that a possible grant to improve the 
Church Room at St John's, for instance to provide running water and toilets, 
would not be prohibited by the guidelines of the Act, because it would provide a 
Community benefit and improve an amenity for the village. This despite the 
building and the site being the property of the Church of England under the 
control of Deddington PCC. 


There is also the old stone pit in the Duns Tew Road, currently un-let, still the 
property of the Parish Council. Some years ago I urged against a hasty sale; now 
the opportunity might be taken to provide there some further facilities for 
Hempton.. Clifton has a new playing field. Any ideas? 


Hempton, with just over one hundred households, comprises some 15% of the 


population of Deddington Parish.

FROM MR WILLIAM BIDGOOD, CHURCH STREET, DEDDINGTON 

I should like to add two points to Mr Webber's cogent ‘remarks in your March 
issue on the actions of our meters in invalidating every existing road atlas 
and those still to come until revised versions can be printed. On what is now 
the A4260 and used to be the A423 they erected, shortly before the M40 extension 
opened, two nice new notices saying ‘Queues form ahead’. Well, they did, but 
they don't. The notices are still there, at the foot of Danehill. And on the 
same road, north of Kidlington, there are some nice new traffic lights at the 
junction with the airport road, designed to control a traffic flow which hardly 
exists any more. In my experience, such as it, is, the lights are merely a 
hindrance to a modest traffic flow. 


To change subject and refer to the Best Kept Village competition, it seems to me 
that we have no hope at all while Church Street remains in its present state. 
‘Its littered state unfortunately has a strong time correlation with the 
otherwise welcome arrival of Solar Designs in the village. Employees walk up 
Church Street to Acorn Stores and then back the same way, discarding wrappers 
and even,empty cans in the street, in the forecourt of the Old Vicarage and at 
least as far as the end of Church Street. 


On yet another subject, has any reader the expertise to organise an archery

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO ,.., 
Bufty Heywood continues her extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton ‘Risley, 
a former Vicar of Deddington, this time for April 1841. 


STH APRIL - Delivered out the Clothing Fund tickets afresh and sent the 
depositors to the different shops. Called at the Unicorn and gave Mr Sturch an 
admonition as a friend about the better regulation of his house in future, 

_ particularly on Sundays. Committed one David Parvy (a soldier) to Oxford Castle 

. for two months with hard labour for non payment of fine and costs after 
conviction of maliciously breaking and injuring the Cage here where he was shut 
up for being drunk and kicking up a row and abusing the Constable on Saturday 
night at the Bell Beerhouse. Three notices to quit to be served on Hatton, 
Poulton and Herring preparatory to their signing an agreement to farm their land 
according to the custom of the country. 
6TH APRIL - Banbury Steeple Chase took place. 
7TH APRIL - An Officer of the 39th Regiment of Infantry called upon me..to 
enquire into the particulars of the conduct of a certain Private quartered here 
on the Recruiting Service whom I had committed to Oxford Castle for two months. 

. 8TH APRIL - I sat up till 3 o'clock this morning sermonising. I called before 
dinner at Mrs Bennetts and ordered the usual quantity of Hot Cross Buns for 
tomorrow. Holford arrived home about 8 o'clock for a week looking very well. 
11TH APRIL - Baster Day - a fine day on the whole tho’ cold with an occasional 
hail storm fExtra Duty a Banns and a funeral. Sacrament in the morning about 
60 commmunicants, a very good congregation in the evening. Susan, Betsy, 
Holford, Willy and Johnny were at Church in the morning - and again in the 
evening. Sarah was there in the morning, Margaret and Ann in the evening 

(staff). I burited poor Zachary Holbein of Hempton after evening service, I 
attended the school as usual. 
15TH APRIL - Mr Harrington of South Newington came to breakfast and afterwards 
inspected both the National Schools and examined the children in conformity with 
the regulations of the Oxford Diocesan Board. 
24TH APRIL - Planted some trees in the plantation at the entrance of the town. 


1». AND 70 YEARS AGO OR THEREABOUTS - by Lily Hill 


John Cresswell's article in the March issue gave a very dwar impression of 
Deddington as it is now. I could not help but compare it with the Deddington of 
the 1910s and 1920s, when I was growing up. There were then 3 grocers, namely 
Tuckers Grocery/Post Office Stores, Co-op and Weavers, 3 bakers and 
confectioners, 2 butchers, 1 wet fish shop, 1 newsagent and tabacconist, 

1 chemist, 1 ironmongers, 1 greengrocers, 1 cycle shop“talso supplied carbide 
for lamps and did repairs) and 1 saddlers. The draper's shop behind the Town 
Hall supplied every conceivable item of Ladies & Gents clothing (including hats 
and shoes), household linen and furnishings, dress materials and haberdashery. 

4 general stores, one nicknamed “William Whiteleys” (the London store) such was 
his variety of goods, 3 sweet shops, one of which was the Saunders family 
(Albert now living at Hempton). They originally lived at 3 Hopcraft Lane and Hrs 
Saunders kept two nanny goats, using their milk to make del aeious 18 crean. 


The village had 3 doctors and a resident SRW. Doctors. Jones and. Meduen were 
partners, the third was Dr Turner. We had two policemen,..Sgt. Humphries and a 
constable. Sgt Humphries was highly respected by adults:and loved by most of us 
children. There were 3 shoemenders and a basketmaker who made and sold, from 
his cottage, laundry baskets, tradeamen's baskets and shopping baskets in a 
variety of shapes and sizes. There was a very good photographer who fascinated 
us children by telling us to watch for the birdie, then popping his head under a 
black cloth. The village blacksmith/farrier and the veterinary surgeon were 
both of course very necessary in such a farming community. There were & farms 
in Deddington then; oh, and 2 solicitors. {MORE NEXT MONTH - EDS]

The consultative group of police and lay members, which included CDC Clir Roger

3. By no means all reported cases wil be cleared up (typically about 1 in 3) but 
no unreported cases can possibly be cleared up. Cases: may not be reporter 
because people do not believe anything will or can be done. 
4. Although the incidence of crime in Deddington is relatively low, vandaiiven; 
eg of church and churchyard, is a cause for concern, while burglary of 
temporarily unoccupied premises - such as one of the Almshouses when the occupant 
was in hospital - suggests that local knowledge is being put to criminal use. 
The police no longer take notice when informed of people going on aimed Great 
a is placed on Neighbourhood Watch schemes. 

- The Crime Desk for the area, which used to-.be in Oxford, has been moved back 
#8 Banbury, so response to telephone calls should be faster and more effective.

6. In addition to existing resources, Inspector David Wallace has been assigned 
to the geographical area which. includes Deddington. 
7, Some traffic problems, including excessive speed, have got worse since the 
M40 extension was opened and weight restrictions are being ignored. Although 
North/South traffic flows have dramatically lessened. East/West flows have 
increased markedly. It will be some time before these effects can be properly 
assessed and remedial action proposed. 
8. Parking is an ever increasing problem. Residents, shoppers and tourists 
should have priority. Ways must be found to deter day-long parking by outsiders 
working in the village and by park-and-ride commuters to other towne. 
9, The police do not enjoy public confidence and must do more to explain and 
inform. ,{ WE OFFERED THEM A REGULAR SPOT IN THE BEVS- EDS] Urgent complaints 
should be made by telephone or in person to the senior duty officer at any police 
station or to any police officer. Complaints in writing may also be made to 
Superintendent Partridge or the Chief Constabie,
